He reported that he had written to Henderson and Lloyd on 16 August 1998 explaining that while 
they continued to be members the co-operative was required to mail copies of the annual audit to 
members The members were asked that if they were no longer interested in the co-operative, 
then, a formal resignation was necessary. Copies of these letters were provided to directors.
